Several changes will be made in 
the ranks of city employes by the 
city council and because of that 
fact the council at its meeting last 
night deferred the appointment of 
officials until May 3, its next meet- 
ing. 
Mayor A. H. Johnson said to- 
day that the changes probably 
would not affect the holders of the 
major offices, but that there was 
‘some dissatisfaction with the ser-| 
vice of some of the other employ- 
es. With the éxception of one 
committee, organization of the 
council groups was delayed. Mayor 
Johnson named the finance com- 
mittee as follows: C. K. Francisco, 
P. H. McQuillen, and L. E. Moser. 

Mr. Johnson returned to the 
mayor’s seat at last night’s meet- 
ing after being unanimously chos- 
an to that position by the council 
in a special meeting Monday af- 
ternoon. This is Mr. Johnson’s 
fourth term as head of the city 
government and he will serve for 
two years, when his fourth con- 
secutive term as councilman will 
expire. 

Attention of the councilmen was 
directed to new fire equipment and 
within a short time one of the lat- 
est creations in fire-fighting equip- 
ment will be tested either here or 
at some other southland city. The 
company whose representative was 
at the session, offered to place a 
fire truck now .and receive no 
money in payment for the machine 
until the city could use the special 


tax money voted at the April 9/ 


election. 

Deed to the property formerly 
owned by the Upland Y. M. C. A. 
was presented, but due to the ab- 
gence of City Attorney Ralph 
Swing, no action was taken. The 
Y. M. C. A., which was recently 
disbanded, is giving the property 
to the city. 

G. C. Kermott, proprietor of the 

Bleventh street grocery, was re- 
fused a permit to erect a small ad- 
dition to his store. An ordinance 
prohibits the erection of additional 
business houses in that territory, 
and in view of this fact his peti- 
tion was denied. 
“J. H. Hall will be unable to cut 
down a tree on his place on Sec- 
ond avenue, the council decided. 
His petition asking that he be per- 
mitted to remove the tree was sub- 
mitted two weeks ago. 

Report of Owen Atwood, city 
treasurer, was submitted and filed. 

This was the first meeting of 
the council under the new organ- 
ization. Mr. McQuillen took his 
place for the first time at_a legu- 
lar meeting and he immediately 
took an active interest in getting 
acquainted with city affairs. Frank 
H. Buffington, who led all the can- 
didates in the recent election, 
started his fourth term as council- 
man.

Upland also sent out last 
week two cars of grape fruit, a 
car of miscellaneous citrus pro- 
ducts and 27 cars of lemons. The 
shipment of lemons is now on 
the increase and this week will 
see 32 car loads leave this sta- 
tion. This will undoubtedly in- 
crease from week to week for 
some time. 

Reports from San Bernardino 
state that last week 527 car loads 
of oranges went through that

Plan Used So Successfully 
Years Ago Being Used 
Again This Year 





REDUCES HOSPITAL COST 





253 Certificates Sold Two Years 
Ago—Expect to Surpass 
Record This Year 





Next week will be Hospital Week 
in Upland and the surrounding ter- 
ritory that takes advantage of the 
splendid service rendered by San 
Antonio Community hospital in 
this city. The dates are April 23 
to 28. 

The sale of certificates two years 
ago was sO successful that the plan 
is going to be used again. At that 
time 352 certificates were sold and 
about 240 of them were used, 57 
being cancelled because of non- 
payment of premiums. The value 
of the certificates is $50, but if 
cash is paid a discount of ten per 
cent is given, while a five per cent 
discount is allowed if full payment 
is made within three months. These 
certificates can be bought only 
during Hospital week. 

Before the certimcates can be 
used they must be paid for in full. 
Not only the purchaser, but any 
member of his household is entitled 
to services on the certificate. This 
entitles you to ten days’ service 
once a year for each of the two 
years the certificates run, but the 
ten days need not be used consecu-

is the use of a private room, the 
operating room, delivery room, and 
the X-ray. It also includes the ser- 
vices of a nurse, except when a 


special nurse is required. The re- L aakiowin dged that he owned the 


cords at the hospital show that for 
the certificates which have been 
used the holders received service 
that would have otherwise cost ap- 
proximately $80. 

So far as known there is no other 
hospital using this plan of selling 
| certificates, it having originated 
| with the local organization. It has 
worked so successfully that they 
are thinking seriously of copyright- 
ing it and selling the plan to other

These 
clinics will be held every Satur- 
day in May, starting at 10 a.m., 
in the baby clinic conference room 
of the public library and are free| 
to all children of the pre-school 
age. In fact, it is urged: that all| 


enter school next fall bring their 
children to the clinic for a phys- 
ical examination. The doctors of 
the city will examine the children 
free of charge and the ladies will| 
do the clerical work. This is the 
first time the children of Upland 
have been provided this opportun- 
ity, and it is believed that many 
parents will be glad to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of hav-| 
ing their children examined. | 

When a child enters school for | 
the first time he encounters an| 
endless number of new experiences. 
For the first time in his life he 
must meet strange children of his 
own age and must adjust himself 
to new social contacts. It is a 
most trying period in the life of 
any child. Unfortunately all chil- 
dren are not equipped physically 
to meet the mental and emotional 
strains that this period brings. 
Some children are much more 
adaptable, have greater mental ca- 
pacity and are in better general 
health. 


It «s for those Cutidren whe may, 


| be deficient physically that the 
Parent-Teacher Associations and 
of 
California State Department of 
Public Health are providing a 
summer round-up, in which phys- 
ical examinations will be provided 
free of cost. These organizations! 
believe that it is not fair to the | 
child, nor to the school, to permit 
their entrance to school life when 
they are physically handicapped. 
If any physical handicaps that may 
exist are discovered now, and cor- 
rected before school opens in the 
fall, the greatest possible service | 
will be rendered to the child and

grades. Since it costs about $72 
to $80 a year to educate a child in 
the public schools, the terrific 
waste,of money is apparent.

-NBW PLAN FOR MILK 


TESTING PROPOSED 


Upland’s milk may be tested by 
the same person and on the same 
basis as milk coming from Ontario 
as the result of a proposition pre- 
sented by E. C. Mehl, city clerk, 
at the city council meeting last 
night. The plan was suggested .to 
Mr. Mehl by Dr. Calvert L. Em- 
mons. 

Ontario's milk is tested at Chaf- 
fey high school by a special milk 
testing official and if the city 
would pay that official approx- 
imately $20 a month, the produce 
delivered here would also be test- 
ed at Chaffey, Mr. Mehl said. Such 
a plan would strengthen the regu- 
lations on milk delivered here and 
would give the city a better rat- 
ing with the state health depart- 
ment it was pointed out. 

No action was taken, but all the 
councilmen expressed a desire to 
accept the offer. A definite plan 
of having the milk tested at Chaf- 
fey will be presented at the next 
meeting. 

Samples of milk delivered here 
are sent to Los Angeles for test- 
ing now. The new plan would 
be less expensive and result in bet- 
ter service, the councilmen said.

DISASTROUS FIRE 
SEASON EXPECTED 
| 


Director Stevenot Declares the | 
Present Season May be 
Worse Than 1924 





The most diststrous fire season 
in the history of California is ex- 
pected this summer, Fred G, 
Stevenot, director of natural re- 
sources, declared in urging every 
person in San Bernardino county 
to cooperate in minimizing the 
fire hazard. 

“The only thing that can save 
us this summer is heavy rains. 
The snow now lying on the Sierra 
ranges will disappear like dew on 
a summer morning with the first 
steady downpour of sunshine this

“The approaching season, ac- 
cording to all indications, will be 
even worse than the 1924 season 
which was the worst year Cali- 
fornia ever experienced in the 
number of fires and value of tim- 
ber and improvements destroyed,” 
Stevenot says. 

Records of M. B. Pratt, state 
forester, show that fire damage 
in San Bernardino county totaled 
$5,212.25 and in the entire state 
$1,000,034.64 during the 1927 
season. 

“Last year, under 
favorable conditions, 
total of 3,362 fires reported in 
the timber and range lands, a 
tremendous increase over previous 
years. What can we expect this 
year when conditions are decided-

Although in 1927 there were 
|three times more forest fires 


|started by lightning in Montana 


than in California, the total acres 
of land destroyed by fire in Mon- 
tana was 350, while in California 
there were 519,400 acres burned 
over. Careless smokers caused 
13 fires in Montana and 933 in 
California, the records show. 

The total acreage destroyed by 
fire in California was 500 per 
cent greater than the total acre- 
age destroyed in the combined: 
states of Oregon, Washington, 
Montana and Idaho. 

These startling figures plainly 
indicate that Californians do not 
take care of their forests, ranges 
and timber lands as carefully as 
they should, Pratt says. 

“The state and San ‘Bernardino 
county cannot handle the situa- 
tion without the cooperation of 
every passing visitor or tourist. 

“Any one who has ever fought 
a fire will never be careless when 
in the timber or on the range 
lands.

BY NEW AMENDMENT 


Steps to Take State Education- 
al System Out of Politics 
at Election 

The last step toward taking sa 
state’s educational system out of 
politics forever must be taken by 
the voters of California at the gen- 
eral election next November. 

This was explained at Sacra- 
mento by W. J. Cooper, state 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, in connection with publication 
ofanew bulletin, the ‘California 
State Department of Education.” 

Briefly, the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment upon which the 
people will vote this fall does the 
following: Authorizes the legis- 
lature to create an appointed di- 
rector of education, who in time 
will take over the duties of super- 
intendent of public instruction, at 
which time the latter office may 
be suspended. Creates a board of 
education of ten members, of whom 
at least four shall be women. Their 
appointment must be confirmed by 
the state senate. 


How California’s educational 
system became mired in politics is 
education 











explained by Cooper’s new publica- 
tion. It traces growth of educa- 
tion in the state from 1850, when 
a superintendent was created by 
the pioneers who framed the first 
constitution. 

The first boards of 
were  semi-professional groups. 
These were abolished in 1913, how- 
ever, when the legislature specific- 
ally provided that one of the seven 
members appointed by the gov- 
ernor should be actively engaged 
in educational work. 

“This made possible the reflect- 
ing in the state school system the 
political attitudes of the governor's 
office,” said Cooper. Quoting a re- 
port of the 1920 legislative com- 
mittee, he read: 

“The temptation of a weak state 
superintendent to play politics 
against the state board of educa- 
tion and seek for cheap public no- 
toriety to secure re-election, would 
be both possible and natural. Over 
such a superintendent the board 
could exercise no control what- 
ever.”

Mrs. Holsclaw Tells Advantages 
of Equipping Home With 
Latest Appliances 








How should the modern house | 
‘be planned and what should it 
consist of? 


These questions are in the 
mind “of every Upland women.

Appliances Cost $500 


-The modern conveniences, in- 
cluding an electric stove, electric 
refrigerator and other electrical 
appliances can be installed for 
approximately $500, she said. 

“If that much money was out 
at 7 per cent interest, it would 
not amount to very much,” she 
continued. “That much money 
represents an investment in goods 
that seldom need replacing. The 
original costs of a vacuum sweep- 
er and a washing machine are as 
a rule the only costs. Think of 
the laundry bills a machine 
saves.” 

Range Time Saver 

A modern electric range should 
be included in the modern bet- 
ter home, Mrs. Holsclaw said. It 
enables a woman to have more 
time to spend for pleasure in- 
stead of drudgery. And they are 
less expensive than the old elec- 
tric stoves, she said. . 

“A three-pound roast cooked in 
an electric range will serve more 
meat than a four-pound roast 
cooked on any ordinary range,” 
she_ said. “That is, if women 
learn how to operate them. 

“With the automatic controls 
and timer, a woman can prepare 
all of her meals in the morning, 
go away after lunch and return 
at 5:30 and find her dinner cook- 
ed. The electric stove capitalizes 
on the stored heat. No heat 
escapes, consequently the kitchen 
is kept as cool as the other 
rooms.”

If the water 
that is now wasted into the ocean 
is not held back by Boulder dam 
for domestic uses of our cities, 
they must stop growing and get 
along on an insufficient water | 
supply. Southern California is 
bounded on one side by the ocean 
and the other by a large forbid- 
ding desert. Our major water 
supply is carried 259 miles over 
desert and mountains, but with 
| the increasing population it is 
fast falling short of an adequate 
| Supply. The daily water con- 
sumption,\per capita is from 450 
to 500 quarts. 

“For every man, woman and 
child coming to California to 
live, we must provide an addition- 
al 76,650 barrels of water, or 
enough to fill an enormous tank 
30 feet high and 130 feet in dia- 
meter. This is the average per 
capita consumption for each per- 
son for the average life.”

California will reach the peak of 
its agricultural production under 
the present ratio of acreage and 
tonnage with the world’s market 
basket in the biennium of 1929-30 
and then will begin a readjustment 
toward more even balance of crops 
with marketing conditions. 

San Bernardino county along 
with the rest of the state must 
share in this rearrangement, be- 
lieve agricultural experts, for the 
California market basket, while 
elastic to a degree, can only be 
stretched so far before a portion 


of the 12,000,000 tons it holds an- |; 


nually spills with disaster to the 
grower. 


Bankers who largely are in 


agreement with State Superintend- | 


ent of Banks Will C. Wood that 
new plantings must be made cau- 
tiously, will play an important part 
in this readjustment and especial- 
ly are watching the prune, peach, 
raisin and other crops where there 
exists or is danger of overproduc- 
tion. 


While San Bernardino county is 
most concerned with the welfare 
of its two principal crops, grapes 
and citrus fruits, in common with 
other counties it will benefit by 
supervision of the scales of profits 
whereon, in the last analysis, de- 
mand and supply must be balanc- 
ed, Wood believes. 

With 35,893 of the state’s total 
of 662,104 acres in grapes and 47,- 
260 acres of the 236,100 acres 
planted to citrus fruits, San Ber- 
nardino county while in lesser de- 
gree still is vitally concerned with 
plantings elsewhere affecting its 
5843 acres in apples, 9698 acres in 
peaches, 1137 acres in pears, 2566 


plums, 163 acres in prunes, 63 
acres in apricots, 261 acres in 
cherries, 583 acres in _ figs, 


1282 acres in olives, and 7509 acres 
in walnuts. 

These, perhaps, seem like unim- 
portant acreages in 
with statewide totals, but as a 
group they represent large values 
and unless there is a scientific co- 
operation by growers in meeting 
the call of the world’s markets ex- 
perts forecast loss instead of profit 
should additional plantings over- 
balance demand.
